In the course of development, 
filarial larvae Induce localized Inflammatory reactions that result in no 
visible evidence of swelling or pain.

The purpose of the research is to evaluate the host immune response to Infection 
with Brjigia sp.

The scientific literature clearly indicates that administration 
of such compounds would interfere with studies of anti-parasite Immunity, including 
inflammatory responses.
